T HAS been ny good fortune to have 
| had exceptional tacilities for explor- 
ing the hithete very litth known, 
but most interesting, native state of Bhu- 
tan, which Hes in the heart of the Hima- 
laya Mountains, on their southern slopes, 
about 230 miles northeast af Calcitta 
(forimap see page 457). 

Though naturally an unruly and turbeu- 
lent country, there had been ne raids into 
Eritish territory for many years, owing 
to the goal government and strength of 
character of the present roler, now Ma- 
haraja Sir ligvyen Wang-chok, K.C. 5: I, 
K. C.L EE By correspondence | had 
kept up the friendly intercourse begun 
by my predecessor and friend, the late 


"The ‘first af my joturmeys inte Bhutan was 
taward the end of roog, when | made my way 
down the Am-mo-chu Valley from Chunihi to 
the plains pf India. In the followty spring 
l was sent by the government of India, to pre 
ent the insymia of a Knight Cotmander. of 
the Indian Empire to the Tongsa Penbop, antl 
ty ilo this 1 traveled from my. headquarters. 
the residency at Gangtok, in Sikkim, crossing 
the Natt-la Pasa to Chonthi via Hah, Paro, 
Tashi-cho-fong to, Poonateha, and en to Torigsa 
and Byagha, and on my return fourmey from 
Tashi-cho-jong corthward wp the valley of the 
Tehie-chu into Tthet, 

On another accaston FE omarched alone the 
boundary between British Indin and Blivtan 
and from Doringa across the Danina-chu to

A SPLESTTO BRACE 


The Bhutanese are fine, tall, well-de- 
veloped men, with an open, honest cast 
of face, and the women are comely, clean, 
and well dressed and execellem lhowse- 
keepers and managers, Their religion 14 
Buddhism and their language a dialect of 
Tibetan. The popalition of Bhutan ta 
about 4o0,000, | 

My experience of the people is that 
they are universally polite, crvil, and 
cléan, and during the whole time | spent 
in the country | only saw one drimken 
tian, I had every oppurtunity of judg- 
mg, 28 [ entered niumerous houses and 
temples in all parts of the country, and 
invariably found them clean and ti y. In 
many of the hotwkes the floors were 
washed and pokshed. and the frefresh- 
ments they hospitably pressed on me 
were served tn spoticssty clean dishes. 

~The clothes of the higher officials were 
always amrmaculate, ther brocades and 
“ilks fresh and tinstained in any way,and 
éven the coolics were a great contrast ito 
the usual Tihetan or Darjeeling coolie, 

The amount of labor expended on their 
inrigaition channels shows that they are 
an industrious and ingenious people (sed 
pages 4Or and 428). Ther houses are 
all large and substantially built, 

In the courtyards we found retainers 
busily occupied in various trades, while 
the women of the household spin and 
weave and make clothes for the men-fotk 
in addition te their ordinary duties. A 
great pert of the country is tmder cult: 
vation, and they raise sufficient crops to 
suppert the whole population, imeluding 
the lamas, who are a great butden to the 
stite (see also page 394). 

The men were cheery and jovial, ‘al- 
ways ready, at the end of a day's march, 
when we had settled into camp, for a 
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Fame at quoirs, preps f target with 
arrows, jumping, ete, They are fond of 
ther beer, but there is'no great harm in 
that, and small wonder they are thirsty 
after toiling ap the hills with their loads. 
IT have drink many a choenga (hamboo 
mug) tull of the mild ale myself and been 
none the worse for it. | 


WHAT BHUTAN IS LIKE 


Bhutan lies between 26° 30° and a8* 
30° north intiiwde and 88° 45’ and G2* 15" 
eat longitude, and is bownded by British 
Tndtaoon the south, the native state if 
Tawang, subject to ‘Tibet, on the cast, 
Tibet on the north, and Sikkim andthe 
Uritish district of Darjeeling on the west 

The mountain system may be tivst 
easily ileseribed a= a series of pariillel 
ranges TMMnINg approximutely in 4 satth- 
erly direction from the main ridge of the 
Himulayan range, where the peaks attain 
iltituiles up to 24,000 and 25,000 feet. 
The principal rivers are the Am-mo- 
chu, Wang-chu, Mo-chu, and Kura, or 
Lobrak-cho. bas 

In climate m yaries enormously from 
the ice and snow of the higher altitudes 
to the damp, overpowering heat in the 
cleepy valleys, and in vegetation from the 
hagificent grazing grounds in the higher 
regions, covered with alpine owers, sur- 
rounded by snow peaks, high pine for- 


ests, rhodelendrons,. magnnlias, chest 


nuts. uid oaks, to luxuriant tropical 
palms, ferns, and hamboos. 

On my second journey I came across 
quantities of Cypripedium fairianum 
ETOWIng. i masses on the magnesium 
limestone hills, This is the orchid of 
which one specimen reached England 
about 1860 mm a consignment sent from 
Sikkim by Sir Joseph Hooker, but had 
since become extinet. and fer which 
+5. was offered by orchid-growers, [ 
had been on the lookout for it for several 
years, and now, when [ did find it, T was 
Just too late, as it had heen discovered 
during the sitver of the Am-mo-chu 
Valley a few months before. 

There are magnificent forests of Pinws 
eecelsa, Abies brinoniqne, and silver fir. 
many of the trees exceeding in-size atiy- 
thing T have ever.seer. If these forests, 
with the water power at hand on all sides, 
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were properly worked, they aight to SILp 
ply all the tea districts ti bodia with 
boxes, and would then soutn bring in sme 
of the much-needed revere to Dlittan; 
but European capital and supervtsinn 
ate dimelutely necessary or otherwise the 
forests will be destroved. | 

In eastern Bhutan the hills are densely 
clothed with forests, but with practically 
no population, as it is too fever-stricken 
to allow of any one living: there, They 
are, however, the haunt Of almost every 
kind of wild animal —elephant, china, 
tiger, leopard, bison, mithun, senbur, 
cheetah, hog-deer, barking deers ete. The 
river liecis are full of rons leading to the 
wars salt-licks which occtr in the hills. 

On one of my visits in this section a 
magnificent tusker went up the valley 
ahead of me, and Ugyen ‘ari, who 
pitched his camp higher mp the valley, 
was obliged ta move his tents, wing: to 
the mimbers of wild elephants making it 
too tiplensant for hint te stay. 

While | was exantning sine coal tle 
posits a large tigress, with her cub, walked 
down the valley, and on my return I 
frtikl her pugs (footprints), with the 
litle one's pug insile one of her own. 
lt-is on Meal place for shooting. lait tit 
easy to follow game, Owing to the ex- 
trenic steepness of the sandstone cliffs. 
The elephant in its willl state can go over

A TORRENT FUOZEN SOLID tN ONE NIGHT 

My second journey opened wath an 
experience of what bod weather can be 
at these altitudes, for ow leaving Chunibi 
carly in December we came upon an ex- 
ceplionally severe blizzard. The wind 
rapidly became a veritable hurricane and 
the temperature dropped to —26" Fah- 
renhey, A. roaring torrent close ta our 


halting place, which at first kept ows 


awake, gradually became more and more 
silent as the cold increased. and by morn- 
ing it waa frozen solid (see page 30). 

T had marched on to a smail bungalow 
ata place called Goutsa, where although 
evervthing, even the tea and milk, froze 
solid, f cuuld at least have a fire and 
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sutne protection from the storm: tit twe 
ef my party bad camped aut im the hope 
of shootiig a “shan” | Cermucsarenen ), 
news of which had been brought im The 
slag was repiarted ti have a rrigelaitieesit 
head, and as 1 have seen specimens with 
antlers measuring ty mches, be was a 
trophy worth trying for. Tliey, how- 
iver, saw nothing of hen and, greatly 10 
my felief. came m the next day none the 
worse for ther rough experence, 

The following morning was brilliant 
and we went on to Phari, where there ts 
« fine oll weather-teaten fort built by 
the Titetans, the headquarters of 4 jong- 
pen, a Tibetan military official The 
town is very «lirty, the dirtwst I hove 
come across, and the people living in it 
are also dirty: butt is difficult to keep 
clean at an elevation of over 15,000 fret, 
im such a climate, with no fuel except 
yaks dung, with its accompaniment of 
north smoke. ae 

We hod now reached DBhutan and, 
emesing the Temo-la (16,500 fect), we 
entered itam glorious weather. We trav- 
ele) through wonderful scenery, crossing: 
andl Tecrossiig torrents and surrounded. 
by pine forests, 

THE CASTLE OF TUG-GYE 

The first place of mterast we came to 
was Dug-gye Jong (see page 368), a fort 
built to protect this route from a possible 
raid by Tibet.

practically a crack in a perpendicular 
nick over 2,000 feet in height, amid allerige 
the crack there ate a few more sobsidtary 
hutidings: 

Each building is two! stories high anil 
is pated, Tike all monasteries, a dull 
light gray on the lower story, with a 
bread band of omadder red above, and 
shingle roofs, on the top of which are 
gilded canoes, It was unquestionably 
the most picturesque group of buildings 
Lhadseen, Every natural feature in the 
landscape had een taken advantage of, 
nil beautiful ok! trees clinging to the 
racks were im just the nght position and, 
combiner with the sheer prectpices, niatle 
fh niienifioent picture | 

Weappeared to be quite close, but were 
really separited from the buildings hy ati 
almost inaccessible gorge. The only ap- 
proach was by anarrow path or series of 
steps, where a foot misplaced: wenild pre- 
pitate vou ta the betty, 1.000 fect he- 
low. then across a plank bridge, and op 
another series Of Ttth: steps. cut in the 
tock, The native hospital assistant hail 
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accompanied fur party so far, but this 
wos too niweh fur lim, He said he had 
been tn meany bad places, lat never such 
# bad one us this, and he tumed ‘hack to 
where the mules were wiiting. Natives, 
a6 a Tule, have good heads and do not 
mind hid roads, so that speaks for itself. 

Across the gorge a rope of little cal- 
ored prayer-flags was stretched, which 
Hittered out prayers for the benefit of 
these who had put them up, and this 
added to the picturesqueness of the scene. 

On reaching the top of our lodder-like 
path a monk presented us each with a 
draught af beautifully ipe-cold water in 
a gourd. from a haly spring, and | can 
imagine jc being much appreciated on a 
hot day, 

The most hely shrine, the sanctuary 
roti which all the other buildings have 
Sprung up, Was sitated ina cave, The 
eave é not large, and in it was a gililed 
ehorten filled with small images of 
Buddha in copper gilt, each seated on a 
lotus and many of very good design. 
The other buildings were for the most 
part ordinary temples, with frescoed 
walls ane) iltars, with Wwwtter-lamipa and 
ineense burning. and in the principal one 
there was a very fine brass Buddha of 
more than life size, strrrounded by his 
satellites, There were also some unu- 
sally good specimens of doryes (thiun- 
(erbolts) and purpas (daggers), both of 
which are used in the temple-services. 

They were supposed to be of boly ori- 
gin and to be found among the enlir) rocks 
near the shrine: but I could see tone, 
although the Fwa-gha Jongpen's son, a. 
nephew of the Tongsa, had taken one 
away a few weeks previously, My serv- 
ants Were Very. aGxiows to secure one of 
these treasures, and climbed to an almost 
maccessible point in the rocks in search 
of them, but without success, 

In the center of the gorge, perched 
upon a tiny Jedge, there was a hermit’s 
dwelling, which could only be reached tr 
climbing. a perpendicular notched pole 
thont yo feet thigh, Tt looked diminutive 
against the enonmnotis precipice (p, a78) 
and dreary and uninviting, with long 
icicles hanging fromthe roof, and we 
(id net attempt to visit it, We, however,

chinbed to the top of the precipice to visit 
the monastery of Sang-tog-peri, which 
Wis Tost picturesqttely sittated una pro- 
jecting: spur, with a fme old ook over- 
hanging the entrance. [It retninded me 
of some of the Japanese temples in Kista, 
in the way the natural features of the 
ground had been utilized to beautify the 
entrance, | | 

There was a lovely view from this 
point. Around us cn all sides were spurs, 
with other monasteries and nunneries 
but they were all more or less difficult of 
acess and our time would not admit of 
further delay: so we were obliged to re- 
tum, leaving them unvisited. [t was-a 
filace that would take davs to explore 
and would well repay the trouble, espe 
cially to an artist in search of the benuti- 
ful and unusual. 


FYEDING MULES WITH Eocs 


From Dug-gye the route to Paro nin 
down the valley, with monasteries perched 
on every prominent hill, On reaching 
Paro we found our camp, as usual, ready 
pitched for us |see page 384 }. 

In the afternoon, while wandering 
round the camp, which was very well laid 
Gut, I watched the curious Bhutanese 
custom of feeding mules with epes, which 
] had neyer come across cléewhere. All 
our mules, as well as those belonging to 
Ugven Kazi pnd to the pentops. each had 
a Tition of two or three ruw ets. iT: 
egrs were broken into a horn, the mules 
head held up, and the contents of the 
horn poured down the animal's throat: 
anil, strange to say, thev seemed to like 
the unnatural food. The Phutanese -al- 
wives give this to their animals when they 
have any extra hard work te do, anil say 
it keeps them in excellent condition: and 
certainly all their mules were in first-rate 
condition. 

Paro is a very large amd striking build- 
ing. protected on the one side hy the 
River Pa-chu,-spanned by a substantial 
hridge on the cantilever principle, covered 
with a roof to protect the timber (see 
pages p85 a7).

Crossing the foss, which separates the 
euter courts from the fort hy a heavy 
drawbruige, we jaissed through a huge 
gateway and found ourselves in the east- 
ern courtyard, in the center of which is 
the smaller of two citadels, equal in 
height anc occupied by petty cfficials (see 
page 388). A-series of rooms and ve- 
ratidas overlooking the river is built 
against the inside of the east and north 
outer walls, and a covered ¥eranila, one 
story in height, occupies nearly the whole 
western front, 

The penlop's rooms are situated in the 
southeast corner, on the floor above, and 
we entered through a long, low room 
filled with retainers seated in four rows, 
two on each side, facing cach other—a 
scene which made one think of the old 
harornia! halls in bygone English days. 
To aid to this impression, the teception- 
room. wis large and handsomely deco- 
rated, and the walls were hung with arms 
of all descriptions—shields, spears, mateli- 
locks, guns, bows and arrows of every 
imaginable kind—all well kept and ready 
for tse. 

The penlop, or governer received 1x8 
14 lirge bay-window looking down the 
valley, but the visit was dull atid uninter- 
esting, as he seemed to know litte of the 
history of his country, and what little in- 
formation we did extract was vague and 
Inaccurate. According to the usual ¢uus- 
tom, To made him some presents, and 
shortly after took my leave, receiving 
permission to inspect the fort: and to pry 
& visit to his private house across the 
valley (see page 301). 

The fort is said to have been built 
toward the enc of the sixteenth century, 
and doesnot seem to have suffered from 
the earthyuake of r&g7, which shattered 
Tashi-cho-jong and Poonakha, On the 
first floor is the temple, the qompa, or 
pulilic chapel, of which is a very finely 
propertioned hall, well Hehted, and with 
galleries ronmime round the main building. 

Tt is atmuch larger room than the one 
in- the Potala at Lhasa, where the Trhetan 
Treaty was signed, and all its decorations 
are goed, i hanging lattice-work of 
pierced brass in front of the altar espe

‘ially being very fine and quite nnusual. 
At the otter end of the west veranda is 
the priviite chapel of the Ta-tshangs, or 
tute lumas, and there we were received 
by their head, the Abbot Lama Kun-yang 
Namgyel, who went to Lhasa with the 
Tibet Mission and exeressed a gooil in- 
uence among the monks there He 
fladly showed us all there was to be seen. 

The larger of the two citadels is in the 
center of the western courtyard, at the 
northwest angle of the building, and | 
noticed old citapults for throwing great 
stones, carefully stored in the rafters of 
the veranda, Inthe northeast corner are 
the rooms. for «distinguished guests, and

The penlops (governor's) private 
hese, Where he passes some part of his 
tine, Ties on the other side of the tiver 
and is the residence of his wives (see 
paige 390), No female is allowed to enter 
the fort, and at night the gates are clased 
andl opened for no one. In this hose 
the jongpen lives amicably with two 
wives, the younger one being the daugh- 
ter of the elder woman by a former hts- 
hand. The elder woman was intelligent 
and had a great deal to say, but the 
younger one was shy and very silent. 


THE HEADOU ARTERS OF TILk. GOVERN MEST 


Three marches brought us to Tashi- 
cho-jong, the summer quarters of the 
hutan government. Enroute we camped 
trider ain itminense “weeping cypress,” 51 
feet in girth at 4 feet from the ground, 
und the latter part of the march before 
reaching the cistle was mst interesting, 
as we pissed through country replete 
with historic interest connected with the 
different baittes which had taken plice 
letween rival clans: for its possessicn, 
fortunately now things of the past. | 

Tashi-cho-jong i an imposing edifice,. 
in the fort of a parallelogram, the sides 
parallel to the river being twice the length 
of the other two. Tt differs from other 
forts mone particular, Instead of only 
One site, it possesses two large gateways 
din the south, and apother to the east, on 
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the river face. Tt 15. protected on the 
west and north by a wit foss filled with 
waiter (sec pages 392-307 ). 

Unlike Paro and Poonakha, the bridge 
across the Thimbu Chu was net compected 
with the custle, and below the brie was 
a woolen contrivance cleverly constricted 
ty catch the timber fléated down the river 
for the use of the castle, ;

In the southeast angle of the courtyard 
beyond are the public or living tuarters 
of the Dharma Raja. and on the west 
front those of the Thimbu Jongpen, where 
We were bospitably entertained,

larias ail is not wetally open to laymen, 
The dividing wall is strmounted by a row 
of white chortens, or shrines, protected 
from the weather by a double roof (see 
pages 395 and 441). 

A THOUSAND RCDDHAS

in extremely fine hall of audience or wor- 
ship, 120 feet square and at least 50 feet 
high. [tis well ighted and finely deeo- 
rated with freseo paintings aml when the 
silken ceiling cloths and embroidered eur- 
tams and banners are bung it mist look 
extremely well: but the lamas were ab- 
sent.at Poonakha, their summer quarters, 
and-all the decorations were either cure- 
Fully put away or taken with them, 

A sieeesston of chapels was built on 
the west side, One of these was a splen- 
did example of good Bhutanese art; its 
door-handles, of pierced tron-work inlaw 
with gold, were exceptionally beautiful.

THE DUDDHIST ETTAL 


To my readers who wish to study. the 
subject of Buddhist religion in this part 
of the world, | cannot give better advice 
than to read Waddell’s “Lamniam,” as | 
have no itttention of entering deeply into 
it, and will content myself by sayme that 
m both Sikkim and Bhutan the religion: 
isan offshoot of Ruddhien. and was in- 
troduced into these countries from Tibet 
by lamas from different monasteries who 
traveled south and converted the people. 
Most of the tenets of Buddha have been 
set aside, and those retained are lost in 
a mass of ritual; so nothing temains of 
the original religion but the name. 

The tearm of worship has a curious re- 
semblance in many particulars to that of 
the Catholic church, On any of their 
high hel days the intoning of the chief 
lama conducting the service, the responses 
chanted by the choir, «uyetimes voices 
alone, sometinnes to the accompaniment 
of instruments, where the tleep note of 
the pe Hompet strangely tesermbles the 
roll of an organ, the ringing of bells, 
burtinmnig of incense, the prostrations be- 
fore the altar, the telling of beads and 
burning of candles, the processions of 
Pueste in porgeats veuments, and even 
the magnificent altars surmounted by im- 
ages and decorated with pold and silver 
vessels, with lamps burning before them, 
even the side chapels with the smaller: 
shrines, where lights burn day and night, 
id) to the feeling that one i present at 
some high festival in a Carholic place of 
worship. 

I have been present at the services. on 
feast days in the ternples in Sikkim, Bhu- 
fan, and in Lhasa, and no great stretch 


of imagination was required to imagine 


myself tn a Catholic cathedral in France 
of Spain, especially the latter. There ts 
ws sore resemblance in the vtress and 
vestments of the priests and lamas and 
even in some of their custome. Matny of 
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them go entirely into stelusion, and they 
also have certain periods of time devoted 
to prayer corresponding to a retreat, dur- 
ing which they soe no one.

chuk, namely, the gradual reduction br 
leaving. vacancies, occurring through 
death and other causes, unfilled and the 
limitation of the number adinitted te cach 
monastery. 

There are, Gf course, exceptions to 
every tule, and i 
notably the Phodong tama of Sikknn, ind 


‘others like int, men Whe were thoroughly 


capable, who acted up te their principles 
and whom [ thoroughly respected; but, 
I'am sorry to say, such men were few 
and far between. The majority generally 


lead a worldly lite and only enter the 


priesthood as a lucrative professiin arid

The march from Tashi-cho-jong to the 
Fart of Simtokn was a lovely one, cross-

The entranee to Peonakha, which is 
the winter capital of Mhutan (sce page

Aliout fouwt miles aut we were met by 
a deputation from the Tongsa Penlep. 
‘He had sent the Ghassa Jangpen, who 
brought scarfs of weleome and baskets 
of fruit, oranges, plantaing, and pers 
mons, in:addition to sealed wicker-cov- 
ered bamboos filled with murwa and 
chang. ‘There were at least five or six 


gaily caparisoned maules for each of us to 


rile, sent by the Tongsa, the Pooniklia 
Jongpen, Deb Zinmpen, and others; so we 
had an shundance of choice, The Tongsa 
had also 2ent lis band, which consisted 
of six men, two mn ted, who were the 


trumpeters, while the remainder, dressed 


in green, carried Urtunis ond gongs. The 
miss of colors of every hue was most 
picturesque, and wemade a very gay pro- 
cession os we started iff again toward 
Poonnkha, 

At the poitit where the jong first comes 
in view a salute of guts was fred. more 
retainers met us, antl our procession was 
joined by the dancers. The band and 
dancers preceded me down the hill, play- 
ing a sort of double tambourine and 
twisting and twirling to the leat. as they 
descended the path. The procession must

vradually wended our way across the 
bridge we must have maile a brave show 
for the country folk, who had flockect cast 
in thousands te watel. our arrival, 

In camp waiting to receive me were all 
the principal Ehiatanese officials—the 
Tongsa Penlop himself (now the leing ), 
the Thimbu and Poonakha jongpens; the 
Zune Douyer and Deh ¢impon. The 
first three [| had met in Tibet; the last 
two at Dusxar. 

They greeted me most cordially and 
conloled with me on the weather, in- 
quired ahowt our journey, and hoped we 
had had no great difficulties. Then in a 
short time, the rain having eased, they 
took ther departure and left us to settle 
down in our quarters, For myself a 
large, comfortable Swiss cottage tent had 
been pitched; two others with ‘embroid- 
ered topes, cook-luwises and quarters for 
the followers, together with oy | ciwe.

AN IMPREGNARLE FORTRIsS 

Ealve har a great compliment paid me, 
as the Deb Raja's band played mi front of 
us all through the outer courtyard across 
the fiver and right into the camp, an 
honor not even paid the Tongsa Penlop 
himself bevond the bodge. 


Poonakha, lving between the rivers, is’ 


essily supplied with water; but other 
forts luilt on a ridge have some difficulty, 
tml are in many eases, as at Dug-pye, 
abliged to build sunk passages zigraggzing 


down to the valley and protected by tow- 


ers at cach turning: to manure a supply of 
water in the event of a siege. Where a 
fort 1s built on the side. of a hill, as at 
Paro and at Tongsa, protecting towers 
ate always: built above tt. 

The plan nearly always followed jn the

in Fadpakha is approached ly a steep 
light of wooden steps atc 20 deet im 
height, which m time of emergency can 
le easily removed, leaching to the pate 
Waly; a-massive wooden structure, custly 
clased and invartahly shut at: night, 
Throngh the gateway the first cotrt is 


reached. “The main crindel is situated in 


this, at the south end, a square building, 


“about go fect at the base aml So feet high, 
‘and flanking the court on wll sides are the 


two-storied buildings tse as residences 
by the fay officials, Beyond the citadel 
there is anothercocrt, alse suctouncderd 


by double-storied dwellings, and in the 


building dividing this court from the next 
is the lnrger Durbar -all, which stretches 
across the whole width, Next comes an- 
other and smaller court, within which, to 
the south, stands the second and smaller 
citadel, tnelosed by mare buildings. 

Beyond comes another court, giver up 
entirely to the Ta-tshang lamas, nomber- 
ing dbout 3.000, the large temple standing 
in the center. The lamas’ cells occupy 
two sides: of the court, the third side 
overlooking the junction. af the rivers. 

Undernenih these courts are a few 
store-rogms for the housing of grain, bint 
the greater part is fled im with earth 
anil rack, 

All the buildings are roofed with shin- 
gles made of split wood, gud in this the 
preat danger, that of fire, lies,as the 
shingles are easily set alight; but other- 
wie, in the days of bows and arrows, 
such forts were practically impregnable, 
and this one could, if necessary, house 
6,000 souls or even more,

THE SPUNTUAL CAPITAL OF THE NATION 


While at Poonakln I paid a visit to 
the Tu-le Mimaestery, re Wis only 
reached after three hours’ hard climbing. 
This monastic eolomy ix @ charting cul- 
lection of small, well-built, two-storied 
howses; with carved and painted verandas 
scattered all over the hillside, cach in its 
little garden of flowers amd trees, awith 
here and there a chapel ar decorated 
chorten, or shrine, to break the HCH, 

The great temple, with its somber lach- 
ground of cypress and pine, dominates 
the scene, ut higher up the beautifully 
dienrated retreat of the late Dharma 
Raja formed a fttting crow to the whole 
group of tuildings, Inthe great temple 
were inary chapels, all sengpulowely clean 
and well ventilated, Blass windew-panes 
sa in prent evidence. 

The principal “btect of interest Were 
two large silver chortems containing the 
ashes af twoof the Shaldoung Ritnpoaches, 
They were highly chased and jeweled, the 
stones leetngs mostly lirnqTone. The cere- 
miemil instruments ame! by the late 
Dhar Raja were preserved) here anil 
were ime examples of the best Fhutanese 
metal work. 

The carving onthe pillars and canopies 
was excellant, but sq much overladen by 
opcnwotk tetol scrolls it was difficalt to 
follow in detail, An clephant’s tusk be- 
fore one of the alturs measured 844 feet, 
and there was a magnificent collection of 
embroilered anid appliqué banners: in 
faet, the whole liniding was full of trens-

DLESSING THE RICK FHELDS 


Early one moming the sound of a 
sweet-toned gong warned us that the 
spring ceremony of blessing the rice fields 
wis about to begin (see page 429). 

A long and picturesque procession of 
men anil women, led by the Donyer, came 
winding down the hillside wet the first 
rice field, into which water hail been ron- 
ning all the day before, was reached, 
The fell below was still dry, and turning 
in there they all sat dawn anid Mail sore 
refreshment, Suddenly the men sprang 
up, throwing off their outer garments ; 
this was the signal for the wonien to 
rush to the inundated field and te com- 
mence throwimg clods of earth and 
splashes of muddy water on the ten he- 
low as they tried to climb up. | 

“Then followed a wild and mad, though 
always good-natured, striggle between 
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the men and the women a the water, the 


men dome their wtmiest to take posses- 
sion of the Watery field, the women 
cee determined to keep them out 

The Donyer, the leader of the men, suf- 
fered severely, though the courtesies wi 
war were strictly observed, and if one of 
the assdilants fell lus opponents helper! 
lim up and gave hin a breathing space 
ta recaver before a further onslaught was 
made. Fut grudually the women drove 
the met slowly dow) the whole length of 
the field until the last stand was made by 
avery stout and powerful official, wha, 


‘clinging to an overhanging rock, with his 


back to his foes, used his feet to seaup 
tip such quantities of mud and water that 
no one was able to come near him, | 

However, all the other men having 
heen driven off, he and the Donyer were 
alowed at last to crawl op on the prh 
and the combat for the year was: over, 
This was looked on as a very propitious 
ending, as the victory of the women. por- 
tends, dunn the comme season, fertility 
of the soil and increase among the flocks 
and herds; so they dispersed to their 
various. homes rejoicing, 

PRAY ERSWITKELS DRIVES BY WATE 


Below the eastern wall of Tonsa in the 
ravine is the building eontaining the 
prayer-wheels, worked by water, from 
which the palace took i orpinal name 
of Chu-knor-ral+tsi In it are two sets 
of wheels, each axle containing three 
minis, or cylinders, containing privers, 
one above the other, the smallest at the 
top. “Thev had evidently ait been used 
for some time, so the next day, having 
nothing better te do, we assisted in prut- 
ling them in order by clearing out the 
waterways, which had been blocked! with 
stones and muiblish, and hope it may be 
placed to our credit as a-work of merit.

Another industry in which the [fhu- 
tanese excel 13 basket-work pnd fine mat- 
ling, male from aplit cane, The baskets 
are beautitully woven of very fhiely split 
cine and-some of the lengths-are colored! 
to form a pattern. They are made in 
two circular pieces, rounded ton and bot- 
tom, and the two pieces fit so cote and 
well that they can be aged te carty water. 
They are from 6 fo 15 inches in diameter, 
and the Blutanese use them principally 
tocatry cooked rice antl food. They alse 
make mich larger and stronger baskets, 
very mnch in the shape of a tmnle-pan- 
niet, and these are used in a similar way 
for pack. anitials, 

he mats are also very finely woven of 
the same material, witha eertain amownt 
Of the split caine dyed to form patterns. 
They are. delightfully fine and soft, so 
flesable they can be rolled wp into quite a 
snail) space and yery curable, and can be 
got in almost any size tp ta about 16 
feet square, and even larger if they are 
required. 

‘ousilily the excellence of the wore 
produced in Bhutan owes much to: the 
feudal system which still prevails there. 
Each penlop and jongpen has his own 
workmen among his retainers, men who 
are not pan by the piece and are not 
obliged either to work up to time or to 
work if the spirit is not in them, and con- 
sequently they pur thetr souls into what 
they do, with the result that some pieces 
af splendid individuality and excellent 
finish are still made. No two pieces are 
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ever quite alike, and each workinan leaves 
his impress on lis work, | 

The suspension bridges in Uhutan are 
very iMeresting and merit description. 
They consist of four or five chains of 
wrought iron made of welded links, cach 
15 to 88 inches im length. The three 
lower chains are tightened up to one 
level, and on them.a bambea ar plank 
roadway is placed. Tle remaining chains, 
hanging higher up and further apart, act 
as side sitpports, and between them and 
the roadway there is generally a lattice: 
work of Ib 60, Of Sometities grass, In 
order that animals crossing may not put 
their legs over the side, The roadway is 
never more than three or four feet wide. 

Many of the chains on these bridees 
dire extremely old—many londreds of 
ears—an appearto be of Chinese work- 
manship. The links are in excellent 
order and very little pitted with rust. 
The other aml newer chain bridges have 
been made in Dhiuwtan. 

! should have liked to stay longer in 
Bhutan, lat T could spare po more time 
and was obliged to tutn my face home- 
ward and take leave of my moat chan 
ing and entertaining hosts, which | did 
with great reluctance. 


MAGMIFICENT GORGES 


On the homeward journey we went 
forth from Tashi-cho-jong, irnveling: up 
the magnificent gorges of the Tehin-chn, 
passing the monasteries of Perngri- 
sanpll-guatsa and Tango to the higher 
prazing grounds. | 
_ The gorge of the Tchin-chu is bor- 
dered by stupendous cliffs of most weird 
shapes, among which [1 Capitann, of the 
Yosemite Valley, would be cwarfed hy 
(he Jowest of these monsters. These cliffs 
appeared to be formed by horizontal 
flrata of sedimentary rocks, consisting of 
layers of limestone, sindstowe <iate or 
shale of a dark-blne color ani) cuartzites, 
The towering rocks were cleft in number- 
less places from top to bottom, leaving 
harrow slits or fissures; which I was told 
were often more than a mile long. One 
which I photographed extends for more 
than two miles before it opens out in a 
beautiful basin, and forms one of the 
Thimbu’s best ffrazing stations.

The main glacier was most beautiful, 
looking fike a curious broad staircase of 
snowy Whiteness, leading from where we 
stool heavenward, ‘There were several 
fine waterfalls gushing out from holes in

‘A. short march brought os to the Phew- 
la, or Ling-shi-La, over which pass we 
crossed into Tibet. 

Livy this time the different kinds of 
transport | had used during my tours had 
includ, I should think, about. every 
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known sort. | had made use of coohes, 
elephants, mules, ponies, donkeys, yaks, 
oxen, carts, pony-traps, rail, and steamer, 
and the only available animal [ had met 
employed waa the ‘Tibetan pack-sheep. 

T hope [ may have interested my read- 
ers by my account of this hitherto-un- 
known country, one so litth known that 
as recently as 1890)a high Indian official 
wrote most undeservedly, as my explora- 
tions proved: “Wo one wishes to explore 
that tangle of jiungle-clad and fever- 
stricken hills, ingested with leeches and 
the pipsa-fly, and offering no compensat- 
ing advantages. to the most enterprising 
pioneer. Adventure looks beyond Bhu- 
lan. Science passes it by as a region not 
sufficiently characteristic to mertt special 
exploration.” 

And with this quotation | must close 
for the present, though later I hope to 
give the readers of the Nationa, GEo- 
GRAPHIC MAGAgINE some of my impres- 
sions of ‘Tibet itself, in which country | 
have also done acertain amount of trav- 
elinyy.

Prmodel of what a building may be 
as the home of a great socitty and as the 
quarters ot a large office force, the new 
building of the National Geographic So- 
ety combines every feature that moil- 
em architecture and sanitary engineer- 
ing had to soggest toward making it the 
architectural representation of the weals

Its splendid proportions are typical of 
the wonderful growth of a preat meve- 
ment for the merease and diffusion of 
geographic knowledge. That movement 
began with the founding of the National 
Geographic Society, “for the increase 
and diffision of geographic knowledge,” 
January 27, 1888, by «a small band of 
explorers and “cienttsts. ; 

For some ten years the Society fol-

miny ambitions, which the limitations of 
its funds prevented being fulfilled except 
in aw imperfect way, Then, in 1Saq, 
catie a new idea, Why not populanze 
the science of geography and take it inte, 
the homes of the people?

Until to0a the National Geographic 
Society was without o home of its own, 
burt that year ie heirs of the Hon, Gardi- 
ner Greene Plebiberd Inlt Hubbard Me- 
morial Iall as a home for the Socicty 
and as a memorial for its first Present. 
lt looked) as Gf they had cisenunted. the 
future liberally and liad anticipated the 
day of the greatest growth to which the 
Society could hope te attain, They little 
reckoned that within a single decade the 
rising tile of geographic interest would 
sweep ina the Society a membership such 
as no other scientific society in the world 
has enjoved; that before the earmarks 
of newness were off the walls, the So- 
ciety s management would have to be 
working and planning for more space. — 

Long before ten short years had passed 
Mubbarid Memorial [fall was foll and 
overfiawing, and two branch offees had 


to be established in rented quarters. Socn. 


the Board of Managers saw that it was 
only a question of two or three years 
until its own quarters woul'l denand-en- 
largement, and made provision for that 
day by acnuiring the land adieining the 
Hubbard Memoriil Hall, a fine plat of 
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ground co by todo feet: they also ttegun 
gradually to accunmilate a building find 
out af the receipts of the Society's busi- 
ness, 

The work on the new building, which 
was designed by Architect Arthur Ft. 
Heaton, was begun on March 27, 1973; 
and, owing to the energy and faithfulness 
of the contractors, the George A. Fuller 
Construction Co., was cempleted in less 
than seven months. The results of shat 
work are graphically told by the pictures

Your equipment tor taking care of in- 
coming mail is the nost complete [ have 
ever seen, atid nothing bas been left an- 
done to expedite the work of exch de- 
partment, 

“One feature of vour system th par 
ticular impressed itself upon mv mind as 
a model for all business concerns —T 
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menn that your business for each day is 
complete in itself, and a trial balance 
struck before that day's hooks are closed.

“Your new building adjommeg Hub-

The style of architecture of the new 
building is Italian Renaissance, and the 
thaiterial white brick, trimmed with white 
limestone, making it harmonize in every 
detail. with the [Tubbard Metwotial Hall.

in the basement andl in the rat two 
stories, The hallway is paved with white 
an green marble, while the walls are of 
rich but plain Itnlinn Hatticino marble, 
which gives a pleasing effect to the eye. 
The first floor is the only one that covers 
the entire space of the lot; in the upper 
stories one-third of the space is occupied 
by a 2+foot air shaft, inclosed on only

The roome on the ground floor 
of this building are used for the mectings 
of the Board of Managers, the Research 
Committee, and sich other: committees 
of the Society as have occasion to meet 
for conference. The upper story is given 
over to the lihmary and.an exhibition hall 
The library has been renovated anil its 
small but valuable collection of books re. 
catalogue and rearranged.

The Society encourages exploration 
and geographic research by means of 
such financial grants as ite tesonrecs will 
permit. [hh caépenition with Yale Uni- 
versity, it has recently maintained a large 
expedition im Peru, making geographical, 
fealogical, and archeological investiga: 
tions around Cuzco, in a region which is 
generally belicved to have been the birth- 


‘place of the famous and litth-known Inca 


race. It also had ati expedition in Alaska 
investigating the recent eruption of Mt. * 
Ratinal, this study being preliminary to 
a comprehensive mvestigation of what is 
perhaps the most stupendois volcanic belt 
on the earth, ‘The Society has jitat eom- 
cluded a series of investigations, extend- 
mg over three years, of the glaciers of 
Alaska, one of the most important fields 
of geographical research in America.
